1970, enclosing correspondence from 
Mr. William E. Hunt, Director of the 
Montana Aeronautics Commission, 
suggesting that Montana be rein- 
stated in the Seattle regional office 
of the Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion.

We believe that the avia- 
tion interests of Montana will be 
fully served by this new arrange- 
ment, and that we will be able to do 
a still better job of fulfilling our 
responsibilities for effective inter- 
agency and intergovernmental coor- 
dination with this new organizational 
configuration.

AIRPORT NOTES 


By James H. Monger 
Assistant Director, Airports 


Glasgow — A runway extension 
project is now under way at Glasgow 
International Airport. Pilots are urged 
to use caution on the south/easterly 
end of Runway 30 which is being 
extended 1,000 feet. Gus Albert, 
Contractor of Miles City, is doing the 
work under the supervision of the 
engineering firm of Morrison-Maierle. 

Butte — The Silver Bow County 
Airport at Butte is presently being 
improved by Washington Construc- 
tion Company. The project consists of 
extending runway 15 north 850 feet. 
Pilots are cautioned of men and 
equipment on that end of the run- 
way. Morrison-Maierle is the Engin- 
eering Consultant on this project. 

Philipsburg — The new airport at 
Philipsburg is now being paved and 
pilots will be advised when the air- 
port is open to the public. The new 
paved 3,600 foot runway is being 
placed by Laas Construction Company 
under the supervision of Stanley Thill 
& Associates, engineering company. 

Fairview — The new general avia- 
tion utility airport at Fairview is 
under construction and pilots will be 
advised when the airport is com- 
pleted and opened for traffic. William 
Zion, Contractor of Glendive, Mon- 
tana, is constructing the stabilized 
turf runway under the supervision of 
Engineer E. W. Wheeler of Sidney. 

Ennis — Planning meetings are in 
the process with the Madison County 
Commissioners and various interested 
parties in the Ennis area. It is planned 
that Madison County will appoint an 
Airport Board which will look into the 
possibility for an airport improve- 
ment project adjacent to the Town of 
Ennis. The study will determine 
whether or not Sportsman's Field is 
the most feasible location to be im- 
proved or whether a new site should 
be considered. 

Miles City—The Ken R. White 
Company of Helena and Denver is 
now conducting a study which will 


update the layout plan for the Miles 
City Airport. The layout plan will in- 
clude a location study for the terminal 
building area and the general avia- 
tion and fixed base operator areas. 

Yellowstone Airport — The state 
owned airport at West Yellowstone is 
now in full operation for this season. 
Val Judkins is the new airport man- 
ager and manager for Big Sky Avia- 
tion. Val replaces Hal Wight, who is 
the assistant manager at Tri-City Air- 
port near Saginaw, Michigan.

FAA INSPECTORS CORNER

AIRPORT ADVISORY 

Airport Advisory is a subject that 
is misunderstood in some areas. Be- 
ing unsure may affect safe operation 
about an airport. 

Airport Advisory is provided to 
radio equipped aircraft as an in- 
formational aid for the area within 
five (5) statute miles of non-tower 
airports where Flight Service Stations 
are located. Information given in- 
cludes wind direction, and velocity, 
the favored or designated runway,

known traffic, Notams, taxi routes, 
and traffic patterns. 

What should a pilot do to make 
this service operate efficiently? 

Arriving: Give the aircraft position 
and altitude at least 15 miles away 
from the airport. This is best done 
using 123.6 Mhz which is a simplex 
frequency. However, the pilot may 
transmit on another Flight Service 
frequency, and advise the FSS what 
frequency he is receiving. The FSS 
will transmit on the requested fre- 
quency plus 123.6 Mhz. The fre- 
quency used should also be guarded 
on the ground while taxiing to the 
destination on the airport. 

Departing: When the pilot is ready 
to taxi, he should advise the FSS of 
his intentions. Give aircraft, type, 
identification, location on the airport, 
type of flight (VFR or IFR) and desti- 
nation or if local, where the flight 
may be conducted. This may be a 
certain practice area, making touch 
and go landings, or special purpose 
flights. If the FSS has information of 
the flight and position, inbound 
flights may be advised where to look 
or to be alert for traffic. 

Let us look at what Airport Ad- 
visory is and what it is not. There 
is an area of confusion among some 
pilots concerning the difference be- 
tween Airport Advisory and clear- 
ances and control provided by Air 
Traffic Control Towers. A clear di- 
vision of what is provided may clear 
any points of confusion. 

Airport Advisory is: Information of 
known existing conditions, wind, fa- 
vored runway, altimeter setting, any 
abnormal conditions on or about the 
airport. (Notice the word known— 
there can be aircraft in the pattern 
or landing cross-wind, down-wind 
or taxiing on or across active run- 
ways without the knowledge of the 
FSS since radio contact is not manda- 
tory). Many FSS do not have a view 
of the ramp or runways, much less 
any portion of the traffic pattern. 
It is readily apparent how necessary 
it becomes for pilots to advise the 
FSS when they are making cross- 
wind landings or using a runway 
other than the active or favored run- 
way, 

Airport Advisory is not: A clear- 
ance to land, take-off, taxi, or air- 
craft movement. (A FSS may not con- 
trol traffic so permission to taxi or 
a clearance for any aircraft move- 
ment may not be given by other 


than a tower or center). Airport Ad- 
visory is not given at airports using 
remote communications. The FSS 
must be located on the field and ad- 
visory service limited to hours of 
operation of the FSS. Most Flight 
Service Stations operate 24 hours a 
day. Some FSS's give Airport Advis- 
ory Service during the hours that a 
part-time tower may be closed. 

For airports without FAA facilities
